WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Messrs. Wright 


and^ernan, two of the commissioners 
appointed by President Cleveland to 
investigate the recent labor troubles 
in Chicago, have prepared an arbitra- 
tion bill which is entitled, "A Bill Con- 
cerning Carriers Engaged in the Inter- 
state Commerce and Their Employes," 
which will be introduced in the house 
Wednesday. 


It is modeled on the lines of the in- 


terstate commerce act, inasmuch as 
nearly every section of that act has re- 
ceived judicial sanction. It differs en- 
tirely from the Springer bill, und is 
Tery voluminous. 


It provides that it shall apply to 


common carriers engaged in the trans- 
portation of passengers and property 
by railways and by water between the 
states, and to all persons and corpora- 
tions leasing cars used for transporta- 
tion and all their employes; and that 
the wages paid in such transportation 
and handling, and the rules and regula- 
tions, shall be reasonable and just, not, 
however, taking away the right to 
make contracts. 


A commission, consisting of five per- 


sons, shall be appointed by the presi- 
dent and confirmed by the senate, and 
§hall be called the United States board 
of conciliation and arbitration. 
Not 


more than three of the commissioners 
shall be appointed from the same po- 
litical party. 
One of the five shall 


have had experience in the manage- 
ment of railways, and others shall be 
selected from some incorporated asso- 
ciation of railway employes. 


The commission shall have authority 


to inquire into the terms and condi- 
tions of all employes subject to the 
act. and shall have the right to obtain 
from common carriers all information 
necessary. The provisions of the in- 
terstate commerce act are closely fol- 
fowed in this respect. 


Whenever it shall come to theknowl- 
dge of the commission that- a strike or 
controversy between those subject to 
the act is threatened or has occurred. 
t shall be its duty, as soon as practi- 
cable, to put itself into communication 
with both parties and endeavor by me- 
diation and conciliation to effect a set- 
tlement. Likewise upon the request 
of employes or incorporations, as well 
as of its volition, ii may make an inves- 
tigation. 


All reports of investigations and me- 


diations, and the findings of facts 
therein, shall be prima facie evidence 


1 »s to each and everv fact, and ba ariven 


due weight in ail jiuiiciai proceedings; 
and the attorney general of the United 
States, to whom the same shall be 
transmitted, MI. ; take such action as 
is necessary. 


It is also provi led that written sub- 


missions ma.v bu iruidu by the parties, 
as well ns the proci-.-.- <.--.. for the en- 
forcement of the details. 


During the pendency of an arbitra- 


tion it is not lawful for an employer to 
discharge an employe, nor for such em- 
ploj'e or associations to aid or abet 
strike!!, nor to quit employment with- 
out thirty days'notice. The violation 
of this provision is made a misde- 
meanor. 


In section 13 the incorporation of 


employes is encouraged, and chapter 
567, United States statutes. 18S5-S6. is 
enlarged so as to provide that the con- 
stitution and by-laws of such associa- 
tion shall contain a provision that 
membership shall cease by participat- 
ing in schemes of violence, strikes, and 
so forth, and that the members shall 
not be personally liable for any acts, 
debts or obligations of the organiza- 
tion. 


Whenever the receivers appointed" by 


the federal courts are in control of a 
railroad, the employes shall have the 
right to be heard in the courtroom up- 
on'all questions affecting the terms of 
their employment, and no reduction of 
wages sOall be made bv the receiver 
without the authority of the court 
after due notice. 


It is further made a. misdemeanor for 


any officer or employer to require em- 
aloyes to enter into an "agreement not 
:o become a member of a labor organi- 
zation, or to threaten an employe with 
oss of employment or discrimination 
jecause of such membership, or to re- 
quire such employes to become a mem- 
ber of a beneficial organization.
